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School district pulls from fund 
balance, avoids drastic cuts

Although the Crawford AuSable School 
Board was not forced to make drastic cuts 
to its programs or staff, it did have to dip 
into the district’s fund balance for the 201 1- 
12 school year. 

The Crawford AuSable Board of 
Education on Monday adopted a $15.5 mil- 
lion budget for the upcoming school year. 

Cuts to education and a drop in per-pupil 
funding, put in place by Gov. Rick Snyder 
and state lawmakers, required the school 
district to pull about $800,000 from its fund 
balance to cover what would have been a 
budget deficit. The district will now have 
about $3.2 million in its fund balance. 

“These are absolutely rainy days so we’re 
going to use our rainy day fund - in part - to 
continue providing quality programming,” 
Crawford AuSable School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers said. 

While other schools in northern 
Michigan are cutting positions and pro- 
grams, Powers said the school district is 
tightening its belts by not filling open posi- 
tions and reducing capital expenditures. 

“The easiest way to cut the budget is not 
fill positions when they become open,” 
Powers said.

Annette Siegmon will 
serve at the nursing manag- 
er at The Brook of 
Grayling. Donna Paul, a 
nurse practitioner from 
Grayling Family Practice, 
will provide day-to-day 
medical care at the facility. 

The Brook of Grayling 
will employ 15 people. 

Friedriechsen said The 
Brook Retirement 
Community partners began 
about 12 years ago when 
they saw the need for their 
own family members. 

“They didn’t want to see 
the family members leave 
the area because that’s not 
good for the families. They 
are still very viable and 
still have a lot to offer,” she 
said. “They’re still an 
active part of the commu- 
nity and everybody wins.”

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WHEN FOLLOWING a sport- 
ing event, it’s always important to 
have a scorecard handy because 
you can’t tell who the players are 
without a scorecard.

A COUPLE OF cases deserve 
special mention. 

Rick Perry, governor of Texas, 
early on said he would not be a 
candidate for president. A week or 
so ago, he allowed as how he was 
thinking about it, adding that “I 
think about a lot of things.” 

When the entire top echelon of 
the Newt Gingrich presidential 
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campaign staff walked out en 


masse a week or so ago, several of 


them hightailed it back to Austin, 
TX, where they earlier had worked 
for Gov. Perry in various roles. 

This newly acquired presidential 
campaign experience may have 
helped kindle a new spirit of polit- 
ical competition within the breast 
of Gov. Perry. He sure has acted 
like it lately, and J rate Mr. Perry as 
the closest to a sure thing to jump 
into the race for real very soon. 

SARAH PALIN. always has 
been a special case, and she is 
again now. 

Will she be a candidate for pres- 
ident in 2012? I would not bet 
against it. 

Her “family vacation” through- 
out New England had all the trap- 
pings of a full fledged political 
tour, including considerable atten- 
tion to New Hampshire, where the 
presidential primary next February 
may prove vital for some candi- 
dates. Mitt Romney, for one, is 
counting heavily on his chances in 
New Hampshire. 

Incidentally, was it mere hap- 


penstance that Ms.  Palin’s 
entourage set up in a nearby New 
Hampshire town on the same day 
that Mitt Romney’s carefully 
planned and widely trumpeted 
official entrance into the race was 
held, thereby stealing much of the 
local media coverage? 

Ms. Palin apologized to Mr. 
Romney, of course, but how was 
she to know? 

Sarah Palin has been told that if 
she becomes a candidate, she will 
lose her job as a TV political com- 
mentator, which could be a consid- 
eration for her; but a good showing 
in a presidential race could well 
enhance her present considerable 
market value. 

Will she or won't she run this 
time? [ would guess even Sarah 
Palin doesm’t know for sure right 
now, but chances are pretty good 
she'll end up in the thick of it.

Class of 2011 has

One of the most exciting 
and fulfilling parts of my 
job comes around every 
year at about this time, 
when | have the honor of 
speaking to graduating 
classes at Michigan schools 
as part of their commence- 
ment ceremonies. It was my 
privilege this year to speak 
at {wo commencements, at 
Lansing Community 
College and at Kettering 
University in Flint. The 
message I conveyed to them 
is the same message I would 
give to all our new gradu- 
ates — that they are poised to 
help lead Michigan and the 
nation in our economic 
recovery. 

Our = graduates, busy 
though they have been with 
their studies, know we’ve 
had a tough few years in 
Michigan, that our country 
is emerging from the worst 
recession most of us have 
ever experienced, and that 
our recovery is fragile. 

There are many things we 
need to do to strengthen the 
recovery. Some of them 
must happen in Washington, 
some of them must happen 
in state capitols, and some 
of them must happen in our 
places of work. But lots of 
those things will have to 
happen in classrooms and 
labs. Our economy = is 
changing faster than ever 
before. It is more competi- 
tive than ever, not just 
among U.S. companies but 
among companies and 
workers around the globe. 
We can’t cope with any of 
those trends if our workers 
aren’t smarter, more adapt- 
able, more innovative than

ever before. 

Schools like LCC,

Coalition protests elimination 
of Healthy Michigan Fund 


A broad-based coalition of 
organizations committed to 
the health of Michigan resi- 
dents is expressing concern 
over proposed cuts to the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health’s budget. 

Last week both the House 
and the Senate reteased bud- 
get bills, which would wipe 
out nearly all state funding 
for prevention programs and 
initiatives. 

“We are very concerned 
about the elimination of 
funding for state prevention 
programs,” said Sarah Poole, 
government relations direc- 
tor with the American Heart 
Association. “The Healthy 
Michigan Fund has been the 
primary source of funding 
for many public health pro- 
grams and the elimination of 
this funding will severely 
hamper our state’s ability to 
address chronic health issues 
such as obesity, heart disease 
and cancer.” 

The Healthy Michigan 
Fund was created by voters 
as part of Proposal A in 
1994, In passing the propos- 
al, voters stated that 6 per- 
cent of the proceeds from the 
tax of tobacco products be 
used to “improve the health 
of the citizens of the state.”

CRAWFORD COUNTY PLANNING COMMISSION 
ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE to create a Planning Commission for 
Crawford County, Michigan, as authorized by P.A. 33 of 
2008, being the Michigan Planning Enabling Act, MCL 
125.3801 et seq., as amended, for the purpose of having 
planning; to create, organize, enumerate powers and 
duties; to provide for the coordinated and harmonious 
development of Crawford County; and to function in coop- 
eration with other constituted authorities of incorporated 
and unincorporated areas within Crawford County. 


THE PEOPLE OF CRAWFORD COUNTY DO ORDAIN: 
101. Creation. 


There shall be a Crawford County Planning Commission 
pursuant to P.A. 33 of 2008, as amended, being the 
Michigan Planning Enabling Act, MCL 125.3801 et seq., 
hereinafter referred to as the Planning Commission, with 
the powers and duties as therein set forth and as here- 
inafter provided. This ordinance shall be officially known 
and described as the “Crawford County Planning 
Commission Ordinance.” 


* 


102. Membership. 


A. The Planning Commission shall consist of seven (7) 
members appointed by the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. in order to be a member and remain a 
member of the Planning Commission, the individual shall 
meet the following qualifications: 


1. Be appointed by the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners; and 


2. Be a qualified elector of Crawford County, except that | 


one member may not be a qualified elector; and 


3. With the exception of one County Commissioner, shail 
not be an elected officer or employee of Crawford County. 


B. Members shall be appointed for three-year terms. 
However, when first appointed, a number of members shall 
be appointed to one-year, two-year, or three-year terms 
such that, as nearly as possible, the terms of 1/3 of all 
commission members will expire each year. If a vacancy 
occurs, the vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term in 
the same manner as provided for an original appointment. 


C. To the extent practicable, actions shall be taken to 
ensure all geographic areas of Crawford County are repre- 
sented. 


D. To the extent practicable, membership shall be repre- 
sentative of the important interest segments of Crawford 
County, as follows. 


1. One citizen member representing agricultural, forestry, 
land use, environmental interests of Crawford County. 

2. One citizen member representing the governmental 
municipal interests of Crawford County. 

3. One citizen member representing small business inter- 
ests of Crawford County. 

4: One citizen member representing recreational interests 
of Crawford County. 

5. One citizen member representing economic develop- 
ment interests of Crawford County. 

6. One citizen member representing the educational inter- 
ests of Crawford County. Every reasonable effort will be 
made to ensure that the membership of the Planning 
Commission includes a member of a public school board 
or an administrative employee of a schoo! district included, 
in whole or in part, within the boundaries of Crawford 
County. 

7. One member of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, whose term on the Planning Commission 
shall coincide with the elected term of office. 


103. Removal from Office. 


A. The Crawford County Board of Commissioners may 
remove a member of the Planning Commission for misfea- 
sance, malfeasance, or nonfeasance in office upon written 
charges and after a public hearing. Failure to disclose a 
potential conflict of interest shall be considered malfea- 
sance in office. Repeated failure to attend Planning 
Commission meetings shall be considered nonfeasance in 
office.

The Crawford County Board of Commissioners shali fill 
any vacancy in the membership of the Planning 
Commission for the unexpired term in the same manner as 
the initial appointment. 


105. Meetings. 


A. The Planning Commission shall meet at least four times 
annually. Special meetings may be called as provided in 
the Bylaws. All meetings of the Planning Commission shall 
be held in compliance with the Open Meetings Act, MCL 
15.261 et seq. 


B. A majority of the Planning Commission shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of ordinary business. All 
questions which shall arise at the meetings shall be deter- 
mined by a vote of a majority of the members of the 
Planning Commission present at the meeting. 


C. The affirmative vote of 2/3 of the total number of seats 
for members of the Planning Commission, regardless if 
vacancies or absences exist or not, shall be nec- 
essary for the adoption, or recommendation for adoption, 
of any plan or amendment to a plan. 


106. Powers and Duties. 


A. The Planning’ Commission shail have the powers and 
duties as set forth in P.A. 33 of 2008, as amended, being 
the Michigan Planning Enabling Act, MCL 125.3801 et 
seq., and PA. 110 of 2006, as amended, being the 
Michigan Zoning Enabling Act, MCL 125.3101 et seq. 


B. The Planning Commission shall serve as a coordinating 
agency for all planning commissions that are now or may 
be within the County of Crawford. 


C. The Planning Commission is responsible for developing 
Crawford County’s annual Capital Improvement Program. 
This program will be submitted to the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners. The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners has the right to accept, reject or amend 
the Capital Improvement Program. They may also refer it 
back to the Planning Commission for revisions. 


D. The Crawford County Board of Commissioners has the 
right to approve or reject the master plan or any amend- 
ments to the master plan. 


107. Bylaws; Records. 


The Planning Commission shall adopt Bytaws for the con- 
duct of meetings and the transaction of business. The 
Planning Commission shall keep a record of its resolu- 
tions, transactions, findings, and determinations, which 
records shall be a public record, subject to compliance with 
the Freedom of Information Act, MCL 15.231 et seq. 


108. Approval, Ratification, and Reconfirmation; Repealed. 


All official actions taken by all Crawford County Planning 
Commissions preceding the Planning Commission created 
by this ordinance are hereby approved, ratified and recon- 
firmed. Any project, review, or process taking place at the 
effective date of this Ordinance shal} continue with the 
Planning Commission created by this ordinance, subject to 
the requirements of this Ordinance, and shall be deemed 
a continuation of any previous Crawford County Planning 
Commission. This Ordinance shail be in full force and 
effect from and after its adoption and publication. All ordi- 
nances and parts of ordinances inconsistent with this ordi- 
nance are hereby repealed.

An ordinance adopted for the purpose of 
authorizing and regulating the operation of 
Off Road Vehicles (ORVs) on roads in 
Crawford County, and for the purpose of 
providing penalties for the violation thereof, 
and for the distribution of public funds 
resulting from those penalties pursuant to 


f 2008 PA 240, MCL 324.81131. 


THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD 


ORDAINS: 


Sec. 1 As used in this ordinance, the fol- 
lowing definitions shalt apply: 


a) “County” means the County of Crawford. 


b) "Driver license" means an operator's or 
chauffeur's license or permit issued to an 
individual by the secretary of state under 
chapter [If of the Michigan vehicle code, 
1949 PA 300, MCL 257.301 to 257.329, for 
that individual to operate a vehicle, whether 
of not conditions are attached to the license 
or permit. 


c) “Far Right of the Maintained Portion of 
the Road” means the shoulder of the road 
which is improved by pavement , tar 
and chips, concrete, or other similar materi- 
als and means the extreme right of the 
open portion of the right of way when the 
roadway is not improved by pavement, tar 
and chips, concrete or other similar materi- 
als. 


d) "Operate" means to ride in or on, and be 
in actual physical control of the operation of 
an ORV. 


e) "Operator" means a person who oper- 
ates or is in actual physical control of the 
operation of an ORV. 


f) "ORV" means a motor driven off road 
recreation vehicle capable of cross-country 
travel without benefit of a road or trail, on or 
immediately over land, snow, ice, marsh, 
swampland, or other natural terrain. ORV or 
vehicle includes, but is not limited to, a mul- 
titrack or multiwheel drive vehicle, an ATV, 
a motorcycle or related 2-wheel, 3-wheel, 
or 4-wheel vehicle, an amphibious 
machine, a ground effect air cushion vehi- 
cle, or other means of transportation deriv- 
ing motive power from a source other than 
muscle or wind. ORV however does not 
include a registered snowmobile, a farm 
vehicle being used for farming, a vehicle 
used for military, fire, emergency, or law 
enforcement purposes, a vehicle owned 
and operated by a utility company or an oil 
or gas Company when performing mainte- 
nance on its facilities or on property over 
which it has an easement, a construction 
or logging vehicle used in performance of 
it's common function, or a registered 
aircraft. 


g) "Road" means a county primary road or 
county local road as described in section 5 


of 1951 PA 51, MCL 247.655. 


h) "Road Commission” means the Board of 
County Road Commissioners for the 
County of Crawford. 


i) “Safety certificate” means a certificate 
issued pursuant to 1994 PA 451 as amend- 
ed, MCL 324. 81129, or a comparable ORV 
safety certificate issued under the authority 
of another state or a province of Canada. 
To obtain a safety certificate, the operator 
must take an ORV safety education course 
and pass the certification exam.

j) “Shoulder” means that portion of a street 
or highway to the immediate right of the

road surface while facing the direction of 
travel, which is not generally used for vehic- 
ular travel. 


Sec. 2 An ORV may be operated on the far 
right of the maintained portion of a road 
within the county with these exceptions: 


a). An ORV may not be operated on the 
road surface, roadway, shoulder or right- of- 
way of any State or Federal highway includ- 
ing but not limited to M-18, M-72, M-93, or 
I-75 or any other State or Federal highway 
in Crawford County. See attached 
Appendix A for a list of roads for operation. 
The City of Grayling has their own ORV 
Ordinance within the limits of the City of 
Grayling. 


Sec. 3 Except as set forth herein or other- 
wise provided by law, an ORV meeting all 
of the following conditions may be operated 
on a road or street in the county: 


a) at a speed of no more than 25 miles per 
hour or a lower posted ORV speed limit. 

b) by a person not tess than 12 years of 
age. 

c) with the flow of traffic. 

d) in a manner which does not interfere with 
traffic on the road or street. 

é) traveling single file except when overtak- 
ing and passing another ORV. 

f) when visibility is not substantially reduced 
due to weather conditions unless displaying 
a lighted headlight and lighted tail- 
fight. 

g) 1/2 hour before sunrise until 1/2 after 
sunset unless displaying a lighted headlight 
and lighted taillight. 

h) while displaying a lighted headlight and 
lighted taillight at all hours beginning 
January 1, 2010. 

i) while the operator and each passenger is 
wearing a crash helmet and protective eye- 
wear approved by the United States depart- 
ment of transportation unless the vehicle is 
equipped with a roof that meets or exceeds 
standards for a crash helmet and the oper- 
ator and each passenger is wearing a prop- 
erly adjusted and fastened seat belt. 

j) with a throttle so designed that when the 
pressure used to advance the throttle is 
removed, the engine speed will immediate- 
ly and automatically return to idle. 

k) while the ORV is equipped with a spark 
arrester type United States forest service 
approved muffler in good working order and 
in constant operation. 

1) pursuant to noise emission standards 
detined by law. 


Sec. 4 Aperson less than 16 years of age 
shall not operate an ORV on a road in the 
county unless the person is in possession 
of a valid driver’s license or under the direct 
supervision of a parent or guardian and the 
person has in his or her possession an 
ORV safety certificate or a comparable 
ORV Safety Certificate issued under the 
authority of another state or province of 
Canada. 


Sec. 5 Unless a person possesses a valid 
drivers license, a person shall not operate 
an ORV on a road or street in the county if 
the ORV is registered as a motor vehicle 
and is either more than 60 inches wide or 
has three wheels. 


Sec 6. Camp Grayling Joint Maneuver 
Training Center is a military training base 
owned and operated by the Michigan 
National Guard Many of the counties pri- 
mary and local roads run through the mili- 
tary reservation. Frequently the military will 
close county roads to facilitate range live 
fire activities. When this occurs the road 
networks in the areas involved are closed 
by range gates. This is done for the safety 
of both civilian and military personnel. 
Under no circumstances are you allowed to 
go around these range gates. A road 


closed by a range gate is to be considered 


closed to ORV traffic inasmuch as any 
other road closed to ORV traffic. Violators 
are putting themselves in great danger of 
immediate bodily harm by munitions fired 
by the military. In addition to the danger 
involved in entering a live fire range area, 
Crawford County will impose any and all 
fines and costs allowed by law in addition to 
the fines and costs contained in this ordi- 
nance. Camp Grayling routinely publish a 
range firing schedule in the Crawford 
County Avalanche. Additional information 
on Range Firing activities and restricted 
range areas may be obtained by calling 
Camp Grayling Range Control at 989-344- 
6163. 


Sec. 7 In a court action in this state, if com- 
petent evidence demonstrates that a vehi- 
cle that is permitted to operate on a road or 
street pursuant to state law was in a colli- 
sion with an ORV required to be operated 
on the far right of the maintained portion of 
the road or street pursuant to this ordi- 
nance, the operator of the ORV shall be 
considered prima facie negligent. 


Sec. 8 Any person who violates this ordi- 
nance is guilty of a municipal civil infraction 
and may be ordered to pay a civil fine of not 
more than $500.00 by a court of law. In 
addition, the court shall order the defendant 
to pay the cost of repairing any damage to 
the environment, a road or street, or public 
property damaged as a result of the viola- 
tion. 


Sec. 9 The County Treasurer shall deposit 
all fines and damages collected under this 
ordinance into a fund to be designated as 
the ORV Fund. The County of Board of 
Commissioners shall appropriate revenue 
in the ORV Fund as follows: 


a) Fifty percent to the Crawford County 
Road Commission or, in the case of a city 
or village, to the department responsible for 
street maintenance in the city or village, for 
repairing damage to roads or streets and 
the environment that may have been 
caused by ORV’s, and or for posting sign’s 
indicating ORV speed limits, or indicating 
whether roads are open or closed to the 
operation of ORVs. 


b) Fifty percent to the County Sheriff for 
ORV enforcement and training. 


Sec 10. The County shalt maintain a mas- 
ter map of all roads under the jurisdiction of 
the Road Commission upon which shall be 
indicated those roads and parts or sections 
thereof upon which the operation of ORV's 
is permitted and prohibited pursuant to this 
Ordinance. The County shall make such 
master map available for interested groups 
or organizations to make copies for distri- 
bution to the general public, but shall have 
no obligation to make, or to assume any 
expense associated with the making of 
such copies. 


Sec. 11 This ordinance becomes effective 
upon publication in the local newspaper the 
Crawford County Avalanche.
